WITNESSETH: 
WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, has completed 


collective bargaining with The Fort Wayne Patrolmen's Benevolent 





Association, Inc., Local 15 ("Union"), which represents all patrol 
officers of the City of Fort Wayne below the rank of sargeant; 
and 

WHEREAS, this Ordinance is necessary to fix, establish 
and ratify such compensation for the year 1987. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Effective January 1, 1987, the base pay 
for patrol officers is increased by four percent (4%) from Twenty 
Thousand Nine Hundred Forty-Eight Dollars ($20,948.00)to Twenty- 
One Thousand Seven Hundred Eighty-Six Dollars ($21,786.00). The 
80%, 90% and 95% of base for the first, second and third year 
officers, respectively, is maintained. It is also noted that 


a four percent (4%) increase of the base pay will be effective 





January 1, 1988, which will be subsequently approved and ratified 
by this Council. 

All provisions of the collective bargaining agreement 
between the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana and The Fort Wayne Patrol- 
men's Benevolent Association, Inc., Local 15, are hereby ratified 


and approved. 





SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in full force 


and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 










approval by the Mayor. 
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
